October 29, 2004 
 
The California Victim Compensation and Government Claims Board convened its regular session 
at the call of Fred Aguiar, Secretary, State and Consumer Services, at the First Floor Hearing 
Room, 630 “K” Street, Sacramento, California, on Friday, October 29, 2004, at 10:00 a.m.  Also 
present were Board members Windie Scott, Deputy State Controller, acting for and in the 
absence of Steve Westly, Controller, and Michael Ramos, San Bernardino County District 
Attorney. 
 
Board staff present included Karen McGagin, Executive Officer; Judith A. Kopec, Chief Counsel;  
Luisa Park, Deputy Executive Officer, Administration Division; and Christina M. Aceituno, 
Manager, Government Claims Program, Sally Gill, Board Liaison, recorded the meeting. 
 
The Board meeting commenced with the pledge of allegiance. 
 
The Board voted to adopt the minutes of the September 24, 2004, Board Meeting. 
 

EXECUTIVE OFFICER’S STATEMENT 
 

The Executive Officer reported on the following: 
 
October is Domestic Violence Awareness Month.  The Executive Officer is a member of the 
Attorney General’s Task Force on Criminal Justice Response to Domestic Violence and 
participated in the task force October hearing in Redding.  The task force will finalize its findings 
and issue a report in late January. 
 
The Executive Officer and the Chief Deputy Executive Officer attended the annual conference of 
the National Association of Crime Victim Compensation Boards in Charleston, South Carolina.  
Approximately 200 directors and staff from compensation programs throughout the United States 
participated in the conference.  The Executive Officer served on a panel and discussed the 
Board’s response to the terrorist attacks of September 11, 2001. 
 
October 20, 2004, was the 20th anniversary of the enactment of the Victims of Crime Act.  This 
began the state-federal partnership in which $4.8 billion in federal criminal fines and fees have 
been distributed to state crime victim assistance and compensation programs. 
 
The Board has a number of new staff as of November 1, 2004, including the appointment of Ted 
Boughton, Deputy Executive Officer, Victim Compensation Program, and Dennis Boydstun, 
Deputy Executive Officer, Revenue Recovery and Accounting Division.  Mr. Boughton has 
extensive experience in victims’ issues and formally worked at the Board.  Mr. Boydstun has 
implemented complex programs, regulations and laws and has worked closely with board 
members at the State Allocation Board.  The Board welcomed the new staff. 
 
The “Contract Report” and the “Legislative Program Update” were presented as information only. 
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The 2005 California Victim Compensation and Government Claims Board meeting calendar was 
presented and will be considered for adoption next month.

Ed Perez, President, District Labor Council 782, appeared on behalf of the Service Employees 
International Union (SEIU).  Mr. Perez commented that several labor relations grievances have 
been filed and were denied by the Department of Personnel Administration, Board staff did not 
timely respond to a Public Records Act Request, and alleged that management interfered with 
union members’ right to communicate with their elected representatives using State equipment. 
 
Cecilia Tarango, Board employee, appeared as a private citizen and commented on several 
issues that included the low morale among the Board’s rank and file employees over the last  
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2 – 3 years and a concern that positions are being filled at the management level but not at the 
rank and file level.  
 
Romer Cristobal, Local Chapter President, SEIU, stated that he received several memoranda 
from the Board stating that he allegedly violated departmental policy regarding communication 
with elected representatives.  He also alleged a number of accusations about the Board’s 
management.

that were taken under submission during the meeting.
